or the first day in nearly eight weeks, 
Ruby Van Alstine did not visit her 
mother, Grace Haist. last Friday at 
Grandvue Medical Care Facility, 

Grace’s health was failing when a bug turned 
into pneumonia, so Ruby came every day to be 
with her. She seems to have made a turn for the 
better now and Ruby spent the day helping her 
own daughter with a garage safe instead. 

In July, Grace will be 98. She has been a 
resident at Grandvue for about 10 years. Prior to 
that she lived with her other daughter Eleanor 
Segraves, Ruby's sister, for a few vears. 

“She kept falling and having a lot of broken 
bones. Then when she became wheel-chair ridden. 
it Was too difficult to take care of her” Ruby said. 

“Tt became more than we could handle because 
we're not real young either” said Ruby who is 69. 


Faced with a decision many children encounter 
when parents age. the sisters Knew their mother 
would have to move into a facility where she 
would receive around-the-clock care. 


“Tdont think anyone eastly puts them in (a 
nursing homed.” said Grandvue executive director

With the 4th on Sunday, Boyne’s 
celebration will have a few changes 


Since the 4th of July falls on Sun- 
day this year, there will be a few 
changes to the schedule for Boyne 
City’s celebration. 

The biggest change is the start of 
the Grand Parade. Instead of the tra- 
ditional 10 a.m. starting time, the pa- 
rade will begin at 9:30 a.m. to allow 
area churches to hold their regular 
services. 

The 4th of July organizing com- 
mittee was asked to consider chang- 
ing the time by the Boyne City Min- 
isterial Association. The ministers 
thought changing the celebration to 


July 3 was the best option, and chang- 
ing the parade time to the afternoon 
of July 4 the second best alternative. 
The committee decided against 
moving to Saturday because of the 
criticism it received the last time the 
4th fell on a Sunday and events were 
moved to Saturday and because of 
opposition from veterans’ groups. 
The change on such short notice 
would also have created more work 
for the organizing committee, which 
consists of 10 volunteers. . 
Moving the parade to later in the 


day was ruled out because of the diffi- 
culty of keeping cars off the parade 
route. “We cannot secure the down- 
town area for that period of time,” said 
Ann Parks, who co-chairs the 4th of 
July committee with Liz Kroondyk. 

Holding the parade later in the day 
would also conflict with Horton Bay’s 
parade, which begins.early in the af- 
temoon. 

The staging area for the parade has 
also been changed. Registration will be 
held at the old water works building at 
the corner of Division and Park streets.

care team.” Drury said. 

Families provide history on the resident and 
give feedback on the care because they know the 
person better than nursing home staff does. 

Drury also pointed to the health risks faced by 
the 70-year-old child caring for a 90-year-old 
parent, or the 80-year-old caring for a spouse the 
same age. With the average age at Grandvue &5, 
some people have outlived their support systems. 

With nursing home care, Drury said the family 
is able to get a rest and come back with a better 
energy level. have a pleasant time with the person 
and actually have ume to Visit. 

“T think it’s kind of a slow evolution.” Drury 
said of famlies realizing this ts the right choice, 

“The staff takes you in and vou sit down and 
they tell you you've done the right thing.” Ruby 
said. “They work with you to help you with that. 

“But. | must say, you never do get over that 
guilty feeling because that’s your mother. She took 
care of vou. No matter how hard you trv. you 
never get over that guilty feeling of having 
someone else care for her instead of vou.” 

Grace's husband died 33 vears ago, For more 
than 20 years she lived on her own, in her own 
home. driving a car and always on the go. 

She didn’t want to move to a nursing hame, 
even though her daughters knew she could no 
longer do for herself. and they couldn't keep up 


either.

Friends of the 
Jordan making 
their home in EJ 


w They will be setting 
up shop in the old 
Trading Post building 


Friends of the Jordan River Wa- 
tershed will take over the old Trad- 
ing Post building in East Jordan as 
their new headquarters. pending the 
finalization of a lease with the City 
of East Jordan this week fo rent a site 
near Sportsman Park for $1 per year. 

Currently the organiza- 
tion is headquartered in 
Bellaire. 

“It will be a more appro- 
priate setting for Friends of 
the Jordan.” executive di- 
rector John Hummer said. 

Tere] Development. who 
built condominiums on the 
site next to the historical 
building on M-66, donated 
the trading post to FOJ as 
Well as $4,000 toward mov- 
ing it near the park at 101 
Union St. off Bridge Street. 

Once there, FOJ mem- 
bers will renovate and use 
it as an environmental and interpre- 
tive center, and undertake a 
fundraising campaign to secure the 
$100,000 they estimate it will take 
to move, renovate and bring it up to 
code in a phased renovation plan over 
the next year or two. 

FOJ president John Richter and 
board member Jerry Aydlott, city 
commissioners and the city attorney 
discussed some details of the lease 
at last week's commission meeting. 

‘The group had questioned 
whether they could sub-lease the up- 
stairs of the two-story building to 
another tenant to help generate in- 
come for renovating and maintaining 
the building. 

The suggestion was met with re- 
sistance by most commissioners as 
well as city attomey Scott Beatty who 


-said “the city is not accustomed to 


being a landlord.” 
His concern is that it’s city park

property and said “the city has usu 
ally reacted in a different fashion in 
money-making activities in the city 
park” and that he’s not sure it was 
intended as an income producing 
property. 

In response. Richter pointed to 
Little League concessions and ‘an 
Elm Pointe tenant. 


Commissioner Ruth Gee said she 
doesn't think it’s a good idea. 

“] would never vote for it, Never,” 
Gee said, Nor would she vote for a

clause in the lease allowing discus-

Commissioner Greg Chappuies 
agreed, saying, “I don’t think there’s 
any way we can allow that.” 

“We did not ask you to move there 
or ask you to incur the cost,” Gee 
added. 

She did suggest a provision that 
FOJ could try to attract a non-profit 
organization to split the expenses of 
occupying the site, but not as its land- 
lord. 

“We were hoping to recover some 
of the investment,” Aydlott said, not 
make a profit. 

Richter said he didn't want to kill 
the project over this issue, but was 
just looking for a way to maximize 
its potential for both FOJ and the city. 

The lease should be finalized this 
week. The building could be moved 
as early as this week and the founda- 
tion dug as soon as next week.

Pressure will mount as 


waste solutions are sought 
TO THE EDITOR: 


Off again. On again, Off again. On again. unfortunately, 
On May 6, Waste Management decided to once again an- 
nounce their intention to present a request for an expan- 
sion of the Cedar Ridge Landfill to the Charlevoix County 
Planning Commission. 

During this meeting. Waste Management was most in- 
terested in having the commissioners change their vote 
that found the plan NOT in compliance with the current 
Charlevoix County Solid Waste Plan. Waste Management 
does not seem interested in submitting a revised request 
but rather in finding a way to circumvent the wording of 
the current plan. 

We would like to take a moment to remind Waste Man- 
agement that the planning commission is charged with 
reviewing a request to see if i! meets the siting criteria in 
the plan. The planning commissioners did not develop the 
Solid Waste Plan nor do they have the authority to deviate 
from it or to alter the criteria. 

If Waste Management wishes to request an expansion 
of the Cedar Ridge Landfill or siting for another landfill, 
it should present its case to the Solid Waste Planning Com- 
mittee, which is in the process of devetoping a new solid 
waste plan. This suggestion was made to Waste Manage- 
ment at a much earlier meeting. 

Many of us are concerned about rising rates. Now is 
the time to explore all possibilities for recycling to reduce 
the amount of waste. It may also be a good time to check 
with other companies for competitive pricing. 

We have received letters from many of you supporting 
the “no expansion” position taken by Eveline Township, 
the Charlevoix County Planning Commission, and 
WATCH (Water and Air Team for Charlevoix). As Waste 
Management increases the pressure. it’s important that we 
hold firm in our protection of the pristine area in. which 
we live and do business.

home) and naturally would hope for 
that,” Ruby said. 

Even now Grace occasionally 
tells them she’s going to “go get a 
place of my own.” 

Her resistance to move came 
with bouts of anger toward Ruby 
and Eleanor because of their 
decision. She wouldn’t accept it 
when staff and administrators tried 
to tell her she needed the care they 
could give. 

“T's a hard thing for an elderly 
person to experience,” Ruby said. 
It’s difficult to lose that indepen- 
dence of being in their own home. 

“You wish you could have her at 
home,” Ruby said. 

She thinks about how Grace 
took care of her own parents and 
her husband’s parents. 

“It makes you feel bad that 
maybe you should do it,” Ruby 
said. 

“The staff of course is wonderful 
to her. They come in and hug her 
and kiss her and outdo themselves. 
She always says ‘oh, they’re so 
good,’ ” Ruby said. “Sometimes the 
staff gets a better reaction than we 
do. Sometime she’ll have a better 
smile for them.” . 

When Grace first moved to 
Grandvue, she would sew and 
mend. She enjoyed being helpful 
and was an excellent seamstress. 

“She used to be real conscien- 
tious of other patients,” Ruby said 
recalling that her mother would help 
another resident cut apples who 
couldn’t do it herself, going to her 
bed everyday to peel them and give 
her the pieces. 

“One thing I've noticed there is 
that there are a lot of patients who 
take responsibility for the other 
patients,” Ruby said. 

“J think it’s good for them. I 
think it gives them a good feeling to 
help someone else and say ‘I'm not 
so bad off after all.’ ” 

There was initial improvement 
when Grace moved to Grandvue. At 
home she didn't want to eat, take 
her medication and so forth. 

“One day she said to me, ‘since 
when do daughters tell mothers 
what to do?’ ” 

Ruby replied, ‘Well. when

mothers don’t know what to do 
anymore, then daughters have to 
tell them.” 

It’s almost easier for her to take 
instructions from a stranger instead 
of her own children. 

After 10 years there, Grace is 
still mentally astute but physically 
incapacitated. Sometimes she’s 
good at visiting, and other times 
she’s quiet. 

She wakes around 6 a.m. and 
waits for breakfast. After eating, 
she lays back down until around 
noon, and spends the rest of the day 
in her recliner, watching what’s 
happening outside, or her roommate 
crochet. 

“tT think she gets the feeling 
she’s back doing that because she 
liked to crochet,” Ruby said. 

Two of the four beds in her 
room are occupied. A few personal 
effects are placed about. A wedding 
photo, more than 70 years old, is 
among them. The items don’t make 
it home. But it’s clean and bright. 

She used to read a lot, but can’t 
really read much anymore. Still, 
Grace said her days go very fast. 

She especially likes to recall the 
things that used to be. Talking about 
her siblings and parents and when 
Ruby and Eleanor were children 
“that's what I think brings her the 
most joy.” Ruby said. 

During her illness, Grace asked 
Ruby to please take her home, 
saying “I won't be any trouble for 
you. 

“T said ‘mother you require 24- 
hour a day care. I'm nearly 70 years 
old. I can’t do it anymore.’ ” 

“She doesn’t think about our 
age,” Ruby said. Her children 
couldn't possibly be that old. 

Grandvuce is good to the 
families, Ruby said. If she spends 
the night when her mother is sick, 
they automatically bring her a tray 
of food. On her birthday, staff 
brought a cake bedecked in candles 
and sang to her. 

“T feel very at home there.” 

Caring for her father-in-law at 
home and then moving him to 
Grahdvue helped prepare Ruby for 
moving her mother there. 

On top of her frequent visits, she 
is a Grandvue volunteer and serves 
as an officer of the auxiliary.

“It’s become like a second home 
for me.” 

She recommends to those 
considering moving a loved one to a 
nursing home to visit different ones 
for an extended period of time to see 
what’s going on. 

“Nursing homes are something 
you need to shop for,” she said. 

“I think it makes it a little easier 
ro you to make that decision,” she 
said. 

Of Grandvue itself, she doesn’t 


. 
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think there’s any better. 

She and Eleanor have already 
told their own children that when 
they get to the point where they 
can’t take care of themselves, they 
would like to move to Grandvue. 

“We don’t want them to live 
with that guilt, nor be a burden to 
them. We’ ve experienced it. You 
know what it’s like,” Ruby said. “I 
want to make that decision so my 
children won’t have to make that 
decision.” 


Rehabilitation is all some short- 
term nursing home patients 


need before returning home 


When 88-year-old Muriel Zoulek’s arthritic knee buckled, it 
sent her crashing to the floor, severely bruising her arm. 

At the time, she was visiting her granddaughter in Arizona, 
who, when she discovered Muriel three hours later at daybreak, 
said “Grandma, what are you doing down there?” 

“IT knew my arm wasn’t broken, but I couldn’t get myself up,” 


Muriel said. 


“The only thing I could think of was getting back home,” said 


the East Jordan resident. 


She hoped Bob, a physical therapist who had worked on her 
tendinitis before, could help her out again with some therapy as a 
temporary resident at Grandvue Medical Care Facility. 

Although one part of the population at Grandvue is long-term 
dementia. or dementia-related residents, the other portion is 
people undergoing rehabilitation for things such as strokes, broken 


hips or accidents like Muriel’s. 


Grandvue executive director Penny Drury said that today more 
nursing homes are involved in rehabilitating patients. Rather than 
a patient stay ia a more expensive hospital room, they can receive 
round the clock care and daily therapy at places like Grandvue. 

Therapists from Charlevoix Area Hospital and the Boyne 
Rehabilitation Center come in each day to do physical and 
occupational therapy. Nurse aides are trained to do a second set of 
follow-up therapy in the evenings. 

People don't move in permanently until they need a higher 
level of care. “The acuity of nursing homes in general has gone 


up.” Drury said. 


Muricl stayed for two weeks working with Bob and Becky, an 
occupational therapist. She was well aware of the services at 
Grandvue, as her husband had spent just over a month there 


before he died in 1993. 


“They were really, truly good.” Muriel, a retired R.N., said of 


the therapists 


“| made some good friends too.” 
Now a therapist comes into her home from the health depart- 


ment. 


“They re all complimenting me on my get up and go,” she 


said.

They recall one night when their anxiety — built up 
because they hadn’t heard from anyone in Ukarumpa for 
two months — rendered them sleepless. After Kim 
finally drifted off, Gary, at 3 a.m., decided to check e- 
mail and found an unsolicited letter from their future 
school’s principal saying to hang in there because 


“He had the exact words needed to calm us,” Kim 


Shortly thereafter their church pastor invited them to 
come pray, without knowing their state of worry. 
Other coincidences helped keep them focused as 


For example, the children play the piano and Gary 
dabbles a bit too. Responses to his e-mail inquiries about 
the instrument's availability in Ukarumpa were that 
there were just a few in the area. 

Before much time passed, they learned the house 


In another unusual circumstance, they met with a 
Central Lake woman who is recently back from a 
religious mission in Papua, just a few hundred mites 
away from whefe the Peters will move. 

“It's been fun, in a weird kind of way,” Gary said. 

Financing the tip on their own has been their 
greatest struggle so far, but it hasn't scared or deterred

expenses — housing, food, clothing, airfare — before- 
hand. 

Their airline expenses are almost covered. They’ ve 
secured half of the rest of the expenses and are stil} 
beating the bushes for the remainder. 

“T had all these benchmarks in my head as far as 
funding,” Gary said. He thought they'd be finished by 
May. Kim, more optimistic, had targeted February. 

“My benchmark isn't necessarily God’s benchmark,” 
Gary said. 

“We know that not 
everyone can support us 
(with money), Gary said. 
And he recognizes and 
understands that some 
people may be skeptical, 
“but they are a good 
organization,” he said, with 
only an estimated 13 
petcent of funds allocated 
for “overhead.” 

“Barring something 
weird, we'll be in 
Ukarumpa teaching,” Gary 
said. “We're going to make 
it.” 

Preparation has included not only soliciting funds — 
something they still haven't taken a shine too — but 
asking for prayers which is just as important for the 
mission. : 

“My biggest fear is that once we get over there, 
people will forget to pray,” Kim said, also confident the 
money will come. In her 
new home, she acknowl- 
edges, there will be a whole 
new group to pray for them 
too. 

A Sea of paperwork has 
occupied much of their 
planning. Work permits, 
passports, statutory declara- 
tions —~ assurances that 
they’ ve been truthful in their 
documentation — Visas, 
character references and 
letters from the bank 
attesting that they have 
enough cash reserve to “get out of Dodge” if the need 
arises. 

There were medica) physicals, chest x-rays. HIV 
less, vaccinations and more. 

Boxes of their belongings — including five bicycles 
— are already en route via a ship and are by now in the 
middle of the Pacific Ocean or in port somewhere. 

Various sources say shipping could take anywhere 
from eight weeks all the way to six months, with the 
Peters family scheduled to arrive in late July. 

Enough clothing was packed to allow growing room 
for the children in case the mission stretches to two 
years. 

For herself, Kim packed around 20 dresses, 20 shirts,

three pairs of pants and only a felw pair of shorts as 
women aren’t allowed to wear them except in their 
homes. Gary will take a large suitcase of clothing and 
send another box at departure. : 

They’ ve sent over necessities such as bedding 
including pillows and blankets, some toys and games — 
a scarcity there — soap, shampoo and only a few 
kitchen supplies. They missed the first shipment which 
would have allowed most of their kitchen items. 

Packing wasn’t a simple task with a list suggesting 
“everything you'd need except furniture.” 

But, they've also heard they can rent household 
goods, and perhaps the home they're staying in might be 
stocked as well. Even with that uncertainty, they aren’t 
expending too much energy worrying. ‘ 

They've yet to buy rubber boots for the rainy season, 
and Kim will take a Teflon pan which other missionaries 
say they wish they had. 

Arenter will move into their Boyne City home. At 
the end of June the Peters will go to North Carolina for 
three weeks of training. Then they will visit relatives in 
Georgia and head to New Guinea. 

The family cat will be “adopted” by a friend or 
relative while they're gone. 

Family members who at first didn’t want them to 
make the trip, have grown to accept that it’s their 
destiny. 

They can’t argue it anymore, said Kim, “The signs 
are there.” 

She recalls asking for a sign herself from God while 
she was out running one day and feeling anxious, 
nervous and scared and questioning if they were actually 
going to be able to go when 
they planned. She said she 
wanted to find a Petoskey 
stone. 

“Well, I felt like I shouldn’t 
ask and that I should just trust 
and so I stopped looking,” Kim 
said. 

About 40 minutes later on the 
way home, she found a stone. 

“I looked at it. figured it 
wasn'ta very good stone, so it 
didn't count as a sign. Two 
steps later there was another 
one. By the time I got home I 
had four Petoskey stones in my pocket. I didn’t search 
for any of them, they were just there. I have them on my 
counter to rernind us not to question, or worry too 
much.” : 

“T’ve learned a Jot about trust and patience,” Gary 
said of preparing for the journey. 

“Big time,” Kim quickly added. 

“T realized my wife is even more even-keeled than | 
thought,” Gary said. 

Regardless of what comes, the journey so far has 
been worth it. 

“ft's been reaily neat to see the response from people 
and the Jove that’s come from them,” Gary said.

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FO

TION, FURNISHING AND EQUIP- 
PING OF A WATER SUPPLY SYS. 
TEM; TO PROVIDE FOR THE ISSU- 
ANCE AND SALE OF REVENUE 
BONDS TO PAY THE COST 
THEREOF; TO PRESCRIBE THE 
FORM OF THE BONDS: TO PRO. 
VIDE FOR THE COLLECTION OF 
REVENUES FROM THE SYSTEM 
SUFFICIENT FOR THE PURPOSE 
OF PAYING THE COSTS OF oP. 
ERATION AND MAINTENANCE OF 
THE SYSTEM AND TO PAY THE 
PRINCIPAL OF AND INTEREST ON 
THE BONDS; TO PROVIDE AN AD- 
EQUATE RESERVE FUND FOR THE 
BONDS; TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
SEGREGATION AND DISTRIBU- 
TION OF THE REVENUES: TO PRO- 
VIDE FOR THE RIGHTS OF THE 
HOLDERS OF THE BONDS IN EN- 
FORCEMENT THEREOF: AND TO 
PROVIDE FOR OTHER MATTERS 
RELATING TO THE BONDS AND 
THE SYSTEM. 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN 
ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Definitions. When- 
ever used in this Ordinance, except 
when otherwise indicated by the con- 
text, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 

(a) “Act 94” means Act 94, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended. 

(b) “Adjusted Net Revenues” 
means for any operating year the ex- 
cess of revenues over expenses for 
the System determined in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting 
principles, to which shall be added de- 
preciation, amortization, interest ex- 
pense on Bonds and payments to the 
Issuer in lieu of taxes, to which may 
be made the following adjustments: 

(i) Revenues may be aug- 
mented by the amount of any rate in- 
creases adopted prior to the issuance 
of additional Bonds or to be placed 
into effect before the time principal or 
interest on the additional Bonds be- 
comes payable from Revenues as 
applied to quantities of service fur- 
nished during the operating year or 
portion thereof that the increased 
rates were not in effect. 

(ii) Revenues may be aug- 
mented by amounts which may be 
derived from rates and charges to be 
paid by new customers of the System. 

The adjustment of revenues and 
expenses by the factors set forth in (i) 
and (ii) above shall be reported.upon 
by professional engineers or certified 
public accountants or other experts 
not in the regular employment of the 
Issuer. 

(c) “Authority” means the Michigan 
Municipal Bond Authority. 

(d) “Authorized Officers” means the 
Mayor, City Manager, Treasurer and 
Clerk. 

(e) “Bonds” mean the Series 1999A 
Bonds, together with any additional 
Bonds of equal standing hereafter is- 
sued, 

(f) “issuer” means the City of East 
Jordan, County of Charlevoix, State 
of Michigan. 

(g) “MDEQ" means the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality. 

(h) “Project” means the additions, 
extensions and improvements to the 
System together with appurtenances 
and attachments thereto. 

(i) “Revenues” and “Net Revenues” 
mean the revenues and net revenues 
of the System and shail be construed 
as defined in Section 3 of Act 94, in- 
cluding with respect to “Revenues”, 
the earnings dgrived from the invest- 
ment of moneys in the various funds 
and accounts established by this Or- 
dinance. 

(j) “Series 1999A Bonds” means 
the Water Supply System Revenue 
Bonds, Series 19994, of the Issuer in 
the principal amount of not to exceed 
$900,000 authorized by this Ordi- 
nance. 

(k) “Sufficient Government Obliga- 
tions” means direct obligations of the 
United States of America or obliga- 
tions the principal and interest on 
which is fully guaranteed by the United 
States of America, not redeemable at 
the option of the issuer, the principal 
and interest payments upon which, 
without reinvestment of the interest, 
come gue at such times and in such 
amounts as to be fully sufficient to pay 
the interest as it comes due on the 
Bonds and the principal and redemp- 
tion premium, if any, on the Bonds as 
it comes due whether on the stated 
maturity date or upon earlier redemp- 
tion. Securities representing such 
obligations shall be placed in trust with 
a bank or trust company, and if any of 
the Bonds are to be called for redemp- 
tion prior to maturity, irrevocable in- 
structions to call the Bonds for re- 
demption shall be given to the paying 
agent. 

(|) “System” means the Water Sup- 
ply System of the Issuer, including 
such facilities thereof as are NOW ex- 
isting, are acquired and constructed 
as the Project, and all enlargements, 
extensions, repairs and improvements 
thereto hereafter made. 


Section 2. Necessity; Approval 
of Plans and Specifications. It is 
hereby determined to be a necessary 
publle purpose of the Issuer to acquire 
and construct the Project in accor- 
dance with the plans and specifica- 
tions prepared by the City’s engineers, 

_which plans and specifications are 


hereby approved. The Project quaii- 
ties for the State of Michigan Drinking 
Water Revolving Fund financing pro- 
gram being administered by the 
MDEQ and the Authority, whereby 
bonds of the Issuer are sold to the 
Authority and bear interest at a fixed 
rate of two and one-half percent 
(2.5%) per annum. 


Section 3. Costs; Useful Life. 
The total cost of the Project is pres- 
ently estimated not to exceed Two 
Million Two Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars ($2,200,000) including the pay- 
ment of incidental expenses as speci- 
fied in Section 4 of this Ordinance, 
which estimate of cost is hereby ap- 
proved and confirmed, and the period 
of usefulness of the Project is esti- 
mated to be not less than forty (40) 
years. 


Section 4. Payment of Cost; 
Bonds Authorized. To pay part of 
the cost of acquiring and constructing 
the Project, including payment of le- 
gat, engineering, financial and other 
expenses incident thereto and inci- 
dent to the issuance and sale of the 
Series 1999A Bonds, the Issuer shalt 
borrow the sum of not to exceed Nine 
Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($900,000) and issue the Series 
1999A Bonds therefor pursuant to the 
provisions of Act 94. The remaining 
cost of the Project is expected to be 
financed with the issuance of addi- 
tional Water Supply System Revenue 
Bonds within the next six months. 


Section 5. Issuance of Series 
1998 Bonds; Details. The Series 
1999A Bonds of the Issuer, to be des- 
ignated WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM 
REVENUE BONDS, SERIES 1999A 
authorized to be issued in the aggre- 
gate principal sum of not to exceed 
Nine Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($900,000) or as otherwise finally de- 
termined by order of the MDEQ for the 
purpose of paying the cost of the 
Project, including the costs incidental 
to the issuance, sale and delivery of 
the Series 1999A Bonds. The Series 
1999A Bonds shall be payable out of 
the Net Revenues, as set forth more 
fully herein. The Series 1999A Bonds 
shall be in the form of a single 
fully-registered, nonconvertible bond 
of the denomination of the full princi- 
pal amount thereof, dated as of the 
date of delivery of the Series 1999A 
Bonds, payable in principal install- 
ments serially as finally determined by 
the order of the MDEQ at the time of 
sale of the Series 1999A Bonds and 
approved by the Authority and an Au- 
thorized Officer. Final determination 
‘of the Principal Amount and the pay- 
ment dates and amounts of principal 
installments of the Series 1999A 
Bonds shall be evidenced by execu- 
tion of a Purchase Contract (the “Pur- 
chase Contract”) between the Issuer 
and the Authority providing for sale of 
the Series 1999A Bonds. and the Au- 
thorized Officers are authorized and 
directed to execute and deliver the 
Purchase Contract when it is in final 
form and to make the determinations 
set forth above. 

The Series 1999A Bonds or princi- 
pal installments thereof will be sub- 
ject to prepayment prior to maturity in 
the manner and at the times as pro- 
vided in the form of Series 1999A 
Bond contained in this Ordinance or 
as may be approved by the Authorized 
Officers at the time of sale of the Se- 
ries 1999A Bonds or by the Authority 
at the time of prepayment. 

The Series 1999A Bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate of two and one-half 
percent (2.5%) per annum on the par 
value thereof or such other rate as 
evidenced by execution of the Pur- 
chase Contract, but in any event not 
to exceed the rate permitted by law, 
and the Authorized Officers shall de- 
liver the Series 1999A Bond in accor- 
dance with the delivery instructions of 
the Authority. 

The Series 1999A Bond principal 
amountis expected to be drawn down 
by the Issuer periodically, and inter- 
est on the principal amount shall ac- 
crue from the date such principal 
amount is drawn down by the Issuer. 

The Series 1999A Bond shall not 
be convertible or exchangeable into 
more than one fully-registered bond. 
Principal of and interest on the Series 
1999A Bond shall be payable as pro- 
vided in the Series 1999A Bond form 


~ in this Resolution. 


The City Clerk shall recard on the 
registration books payment by the Is- 
suer of each installment of principal 
or interest or both when made and the 
canceled checks or other records evi- 
dencing such payments shall be re- 
turned to and retained by the City 
Clerk. 

Upon payment by the Issuer of all 
outstanding principal of and interest 
on the Series 1999A Bond, the Author- 
ity shall deliver the Series 1999A 
Bonds to the Issuer for cancellation. 

Section 6. Registration and 
Transfer. Any Bond may be trans- 
ferred upon the books required to be 
kept pursuant to this section by the 


person in whose name itis registered, 


in person or by the registered owner's 
duly authorized attomey, upon surren- 
der of the Bond for cancellation, ac- 
companied by delivery of a duly ex- 
ecuted written instrument of transfer 
in a form approved by the transfer 
agent. Whenever any Bond or Bonds 
shall be surreridered for transfer, the 
Issuer shall execute and the transfer 
agent shall authenticate and deliver a 


new Bond or Bonds, for like aggre-" 


gate principal amount.. The transfer 
agent shall require payment by the 


bondholder requesting the transfer of 
any tax or other governmental charge 
required to be paid with respect to the 
transfer. The Transfer Agent shall not 
be required (i)to issue, register the 
transfer of or exchange any Bond dur- 
ing a period beginning at the opening 
of business 15 days before the day of 
the giving of a notice of redemption of 
Bonds selected for redemption as 
described in the form of Series 1999A 
Bonds contained in Section 18 of this 
Ordinance and ending at the close of 
business on the day of that giving of 
notice, or {ii}to register the transfer of 
or exchange any Bond so selected for 
redemption in whole or in part, except 
the unredeemed portion of Bonds 
being redeemed in part. The Issuer 
shail give the transfer agent notice of 
call for redemption at least 20 days 
prior to the date notice of redemption 
is to be given. 

The transfer agent shall keep or 
cause to be kept, at its principal of- 
fice, sufficient books for the registra- 
tion and transfer of the Bonds, which 
shall at all times be open to inspec- 
tion by the Issuer: and, upon presen- 
tation for such purpose, the transfer 
agent shall, under such reasonable 
regulations as it may prescribe, trans- 
fer or cause to be transferred, on said 
books, Bonds as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 

If any Bond shall become muti- 
lated, the Issuer, at the expense of the 
holder of the Bond, shall execute. and 
the transfer agent shall authenticate 
and deliver, a new Bond of like tenor 
in exchange and substitution for the 
mutilated Bond, upon surrender to the 
transfer agent of the mutilated Bond. 
If any Bond issued under this Ordi- 
nance shall be lost. destroyed of sto- 
len, evidence of the loss. destruction 
or theft may be submitted to the trans- 
fer agent and, if this evidence is sat- 
isfactory to both and indemnity satis- 
factory to the transfer agent shall be 
given, and if all requirements of any 
applicable law including Act 354. Pub- 
lic Acts of Michigan. 1972. as 
amended ("Act 354"), being sections 
129.131 to 129.135, inclusive, of the 
Michigan Compiled Laws have been 
met, the Issuer. at the expense of the 
owner, shall execute. and the trans- 
fer agent shall thereupon authenticate 
and deliver, a new Bond of like tenor 
and bearing the statement required by 
Act 354, or any applicable law here- 
after enacted, in lieu of and in substi- 
tution for the Bond so lost, destroyed 
orstolen. If any such Bond shall have 
matured or shall be about to mature, 
instead of issuing a substitute Bond 
the transfer agent may pay the same 
without surrender thereof. 

Sectioh 7. Payment of Bonds: 
Security. The Series 1999A Bonds 
and the interest thereon shall be pay- 
able from the Net Revenues. and to 
secure such payment, there is hereby 
created a statutory lien upon the whole 
of the Net Revenues which shall be a 
first lien to continue until payment in 
full of the principal of and interest on 
all bonds payable from the Net Rev- 
enues, or, until sufficient cash or Suf- 
ficient Government Obligations have 
been deposited in trust for payment 
in full of all Bonds of a series then 
outstanding. principal and interest on 
such Bonds to maturity, or, tf called 
for redemption, to the date fixed for 
redemption together with the amount 
of the redemption premium, if any 
Upon deposit of cash or Sufficient 
Government Obligations. as provided 
in the previous sentence, the statu- 
tory lien shall be terminated with re- 
spect to that series of Bonds. the hold- 
ers of that series shall have no fur- 
ther rights under this Ordinance ex- 
cept for payment from the deposited 
funds, and the Bonds of that series 
shall no longer be considered to be 
outstanding under this Ordinance. 

Section 8. Bondholders Rights; 
Receiver. The holder or holders of 
the Bonds representing in the aggre- 
gate not less than twenty percent 
(20%) of the entire principal amount 
thereof then outstanding, may, by suit. 
action, mandamus or other proceed- 
ings, protect and enforce the statutory 
lien upon the Net Revenues of the 
System, and may, by suit, action, man- 
damus or other proceedings, enforce 
and compel performance of all duties 
of the officers of the Issuer, including 
the fixing of sufficient rates, the col- 
lection of Revenues, the proper seg- 
regation of the Revenues of the Sys- 
tem and the proper application 
thereof. The statutory lien upon the 
Net Revenues, however, shall not be 
construed as to compel the sale of the 
System or any part thereof. 

If there is a default in the payment 
of the principal of or interest on the 
Bonds, any court having jurisdiction 
in any proper action may appoint a 
receiver to administer and operate the 
System on behalf of the Issuer and 
under the direction of the court, and 
by and with the approvat of the court 
to perform all of the duties of the offic- 
ers of the Issuer more particularly set 
forth herein and in Act 94. 

The holder or holders of the Bonds 
shalt have all other rights and rem- 
edies given by Act 94 and law, for the 
payment and enforcement of the 
Bonds and the security therefor. 

Section 9. Management; Fiscal 
Year. The operation, repair and man- 
agement of the System and the ac- 
quiring of the Project shall continue 
to be under the supervision and con- 
trol of the City Council. The City Coun- 
cil may employ such person or per- 
sons in such capacity or capacities as 
it deems advisable to carry on the ef- 
ficient management and operation of 
the System. The City Council may

make such rules and regulations as it 
deems advisable and necessary to 
assure the efficient management and 
operation of the System. The System 
shall be operated on the basis of an 
operating year which shall coincide 
with the City’s fiscal year. 

Section 10. Rates and Charges. 
The rates and charges for service fur- 
nished by and the use of the System 
and the methods of collection and 
enforcement of the collection of the 
rates shall be those in effect on the 
date of adoption of this Ordinance. 

Section 11. No Free Service or 
Use. No free service or use of the 
System, or service or use of the Sys- 
tem at less than cost, shall be fur- 
nished by the System to any person, 
firm or corporation, public or private, 
or to any public agency or instrumen- 
tality, including the Issuer. 

Section 12. Fixing and Revising 
Rates; Rate Covenant. The rates 
now in effect and the rate increases 
to be placed into effect are estimated 
to be sufficient to provide for the pay- 
ment of the expenses of administra- 
tion and operation and such expenses 
for maintenance of the System as are 
necessary to preserve the System in 
good repair and working order, to pro- 
vide for the payment of the principal 
of and interest on the Bonds as the 
same become due and payable, and 
the maintenance of the reserve there- 
for and to provide for all other obliga- 
tions, expenditures and funds for the 
System required by law and this Or- 
dinance. In addition, itis agreed that 
the rates shall be set from time to time 
so that there shall be produced each 
fiscal year, beginning with the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 2003, Net Rev- 
enues in an amount equal to 125° of 
the principal of and interest on Bonds 
coming due in each fiscal year. The 
rates shall be fixed and revised from 
time to time as may be necessary to 
produce these amounts, and it is 
hereby covenanted and agreed to fix 
and maintain rates for services fur- 
nished by the System at all times suf- 
ficrent to provide for the foregoing. 

Section 13. Funds and Ac- 
counts; Flow of Funds. Commenc- 
ing upon the adoption of this Ordi- 
nance. all funds belonging to the Sys- 
tem shali be transferred as herein in- 
dicated and al! Revenues of the Sys- 
tem shall be set aside as collected and 
credited to a fund to be designated 
WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM RECEIV- 
ING FUND (the “Receiving Fund”). In 
addition, all Revenues in any accounts 
of the System shall be transferred to 
the Receiving Fund and credited to 
the funds and accounts as provided 
in this section. The Revenues cred- 
ited to the Receiving Fund are 
pledged for the purpose of the follow- 
ing funds and shalt be transferred or 
debited from the Receiving Fund pe- 
riodically in the manner and at the 
times and in the order of priority here- 
inafter specified: 

A. OPERATION AND MAINTE- 
NANCE FUND: 

Out of the Revenues credited to the 
Recerving Fund there shall be first set 
aside in, or credited to, a fund desig- 
nated OPERATION AND MAINTE- 
NANCE FUND (the “Operation and 
Maintenance Fund"). monthly a sum 
sufficient to provide for the payment 
of the next month's expenses of ad- 
ministration and operation of the Sys- 
tem and such current expenses for the 
maintenance thereof as may be nec- 
essary to preserve the same in good 
repair and working order. 

A budget, showing in detail the es- 
timated costs of administration, opera- 
tion and maintenance of the System 
for the next ensuing operating year. 
shall be prepared by the City Council 
at least 30 days prior to the com- 
mencement of each ensuing operat- 
ing year. No payments shall be made 
to the Issuer from moneys credited to 
the Operation and Maintenance Fund 
except for services directly rendered 
to the System by the Issuer or its per- 
sonnel. 

8. BOND AND INTEREST RE- 
DEMPTION FUND: 

There shali be established and 
maintained a separate depository fund 
designated BOND AND INTEREST 
REDEMPTION FUND (the “Redemp- 
tion Fund”), the moneys on deposit 
therein-from time to time to be used 
solely for the purpose of paying the 
principal of, redemption premiums (if 
any) and interest on the Bonds. The 
moneys in the Redemption Fund shail 
be kept on deposit with the bank or 
trust company where the principal of 
and interest on the Bonds, or any se- 
ries thereof, are payable. 

Out of the Revenues remaining in 
the Receiving Fund, after provision tor 
the Operation and Maintenance Fund, 
there shall be set aside each month 
commencing July 1, 1999 in the Re- 
demption Fund a sum proportionately 
sufficient to provide for the payment 
when due of the current principal of 
and interest on the Bonds, less any 
amount in the Redemption Fund rep- 
resenting accrued interest on the 
Bonds or investment income on 
amounts on deposit in the Redemp- 
tion Fund, (including investment in- 
come on amounts held as part of the 
Bond Reserve Account). Commenc- 
ing July 1, 1999, the amount set aside 
each month for interest on the Bonds 
shall be equal to a fraction derived 
from number of months from July 1, 
1999 to first interest payment date of 
the totat amount of interest on the 
Bonds next coming due. Commenc- 
ing on the first interest payment date, 
the amount set aside each month for 
interest on the Bonds shall be 1/6 of 
the total amount of interest on the 


Bonds next coming due. The amount 
set aside each month for principal, 
commencing July 1, 1999, shall be 
equal to that amount which is that frac- 
tion derived from number of months 
from July 1, 1999 to first principat pay- 
ment date of the amount of principal 
next coming due by maturity and the 
amount set aside each month for prin- 
cipal payment commencing on the first 
principal payment date, shall be 1/12 
of the amount of principal next com- 
ing due by maturity. If there is any 
deficiency in the amount previously 
set aside, that deficiency shall be 
added to the next succeeding monthly 
requirements. The amount to be set 
aside for the payment of principal and 
interest on any date shall not exceed 
the amount which, when added to the 
money on deposit in the Redemption 
Fund, including investment income 
thereon, is necessary to pay principal 
and interest due on the Bonds on the 
next succeeding principal payment 
date. 

There is established a separate ac- 
count in the Redemption Fund to be 
known as the BOND RESERVE AC- 
COUNT (the “Bond Reserve Ac- 
count’). There shall be periodically 
deposited in the Bond Reserve Ac- 
count in such amounts as the City 
Council shall annually determine 
sums sufficient to fund the “Reserve 
Amount" which shall be the lesser of 
(1) the maximum annual debt service 
due in the current or any future year, 
(2) 125°. of the average annual debt 
service, or (3) 10% of the principal 
amount of the Bonds. The Reserve 
Account shall be funded in the Re- 
serve Amount within seven years of 
the date of issue of the Series 1999A 
Bonds. Transfers shall be made into 
the Bond Reserve Account annually 
until the Reserve Amount has been 
reached. Interest on the Bond Re- 
serve Account must be transferred 
into the Redemption Fund once the 
Reserve Amount has been reached. 
Except as otherwise provided in this 
Section, the moneys credited to the - 
Bond Reserve Account shall be used 
solely for the payment of the principal 
of. redemption premiums (if any) and 
interest on the Bonds as to which 
there would otherwise be a default. If 
at any time it shall be necessary to 
use moneys credited to the Bond Re- 
serve Account for such payment, then 
the moneys so used shall be replaced 
from the Net Revenues first received 
thereafter which are not required for 
current principal and interest require- 
ments until the amount on deposit 
equals the Reserve Amount. If addi- 
tional Bonds are issued, each Ordi- 
nance authorizing the additional 
Bonds shall provide for additional de- 
posits to the Bond Reserve Account 
to be made from the proceeds of the 
additional Bonds or Issuer funds on 
hand and legally available for such 
use in an amount that will result in the 
Bond Reserve Account being equal to 
the maximum annual principal and 
interest requirements on the Bonds 
outstanding after issuance of the ad- 
ditional Bonds, or such lesser amount 
as may be necessary to maintain the 
tax-exempt status of the Bonds. If on 
any principal payment date the 
amountin the Bond Reserve Account 
exceeds the Reserve Amount, the 
excess shall be transferred to the 
Redemption Fund for payment of prin- 
cipal and interest on the Bonds due 
on that date. 

C. REPLACEMENT FUND: 

There shall next be established 
and maintained a fund designated RE- 
PLACEMENT FUND (the “Replace- 
ment Fund"), the money credited 
thereto to be used solely for the pur- 
pose of making repairs and replace- 
ments to the System. Out of the Rev- 
enues and moneys of the System re- 
maining in the Receiving Fund each 
month after provision has been made 
for the deposit of moneys in the Op- 
eration and Maintenance Fund and 
the Redemption Fund (including the 
Bond Reserve Account), there may be 
deposited in the Replacement Fund 
such additional funds as the City 
Council may deem advisable. If at any 
time it shall be necessary to use mon- 
eys in the Replacement Fund for the 
purpose for which the Replacement 
Fund was established, the moneys so 
used shall be replaced from any mon- 
eys in the Receiving Fund which are 
not required by this Ordinance to be 
used for the Operation and Mainte- 
nance Fund or the Redemption Fund 
(including the Bond Reserve Account). 

D. IMPROVEMENT FUND: 

Out of the remaining Revenues in 
the Receiving Fund, after meeting the 
requirements of the Operation and 
Maintenance Fund, the Redemption 
Fund (including the Bond Reserve 
Account) and the Replacement Fund, 
there may be next set aside in or cred- 
ited to a fund to be designated IM- 
PROVEMENT FUND (the “Improve- 
ment Fund”), which Improvement 
Fund may have several subaccounts 
therein, such sums monthly as the 
Issuer may deem advisable to be used 
for additions, improvements, enlarge- 
ments or extensions to the System, 
including the planning thereof. 

E. GENERAL OBLIGATION DEBT 
FUND: 

There is hereby established a 
separate account known as the GEN- 
ERAL OBLIGATION DEBT FUND (the 
“G.O. Debt Fund”}. Out of the remain- 
ing Revenues in the Receiving Fund, 
there may be next set aside in or cred- 
ited to monthly after meeting the re- 
quirements of the foregoing Funds, to 
the G.O. Debt Fund, or from other 
available moneys such sums as shall 
be necessary to pay debt service on 
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presently existing or future general 
obligation bond issues of the Issuer 
or general obligations or contractual 
obligations of the Issuer incurred or 
to be incurred for System purposes. 

F. SURPLUS MONEYS: 

Thereafter, any Revenues in the 
Receiving Fund after satisfying all the 
foregoing requirements of this Section 
may, at the discretion of the issuer, 
be used for any of the following pur- 
poses: 

1. Transferred to the Replacement 
Fund, the Improvement Fund or both. 

2. Transferred to the Redemption 
Fund and used for the purchase of 
Bonds on the apen market at not more 
than the fair market value thereof or 
used to redeem Bonds prior to matu- 
rity pursuant to Section 5 of this Ordi- 
nance. 

3. Any other use permitted by law. 
Section 14. Priority of Funds. tn the 
event the moneys in the Receiving 
Fund are insufficient to provide for the 
current requirements of the Operation 
and Maintenance Fund or the Re- 
demption Fund, any moneys or secu- 
rities in other funds of the System, 
except the proceeds of sale of the 
Bonds, shall be credited or trans- 
ferred, first, to the Operation and 
Maintenance Fund, and second to the 
Redemption Fund. 

Section 15. Depository and 
Funds on Hand. Moneys in the sev- 
eral funds and the accounts estab- 
lished pursuant to this Ordinance, 
except moneys in the Redemption 
Fund (including the Bond Reserve 
Account) and moneys derived from 
the proceeds of sale of the Bonds, 
may be kept in one or more bank ac- 
counts at a bank or banks designated 
by resolution of the Issuer, and if kept 
in one bank account the moneys shall 
be allocated on the books and records 
of the Issuer in the manner and at the 
times provided in this Ordinance. 

Section 16. Investments. Mon- 
eys in the funds and accounts estab- 
lished herein and moneys derived 
from the proceeds of sale of the 
Bonds, may be invested by the Issuer 
in United States of America obliga- 
tions or in obligations the principal of 
and interest on which is fully guaran- 
teed by the United States of America 
and any investments hereafter permit- 
ted by law, and moneys derived from 
the proceeds of sale of the Bonds may 
also be invested in certificates of de- 
posit of any bank whose deposits are 
insured by the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation. Investment of mon- 
eys in the Redemption Fund being 
accumulated for payment of the next 
maturing principal or interest payment 
of the Bonds shall be fimited to obli- 
gations bearing maturity dates prior 
to the date of the next maturing prin- 
cipal or interest payment on the 
Bonds. Investment of moneys in the 
Bond Reserve Account shall be lim- 
ited to obligations bearing maturity 
dates or subject to redemption, at the 
option of the holder thereof. not later 
than five years from the date of the 
investment. In the event investments 
are made, any securities represent- 
ing the same shall be kept on deposit 
with the bank or trust company hav- 
ing on deposit the fund or funds or 
account from which the purchase was 
made. Profit realized or interest in- 
come earned on investment of funds 
in the Receiving Fund. Operation and 
Maintenance Fund and Improvement 
Fund shall be deposited in or cred- 
ited to the Receiving Fund at the end 
of each fiscal year. Profit realized on 
interest income earned on investment 
of moneys in the Redemption Fund 
including income derived from the 
Bond Reserve Account shall be cred- 
ited as received to the Redemption 
Fund. 

Section 17. Bond Proceeds. 
From the proceeds of the sale of the 
Bonds there shalt be immediately de- 
posited in the Redemption Fund an 
amount equal to the accrued interest 
and premium, if any, received on the 
delivery of the Bonds. The balance 
of the proceeds of the sale of the 
Bonds when received from the Author- 
ity shall be deposited in a bank or 
banks, designated by the City Coun- 
cil, qualified to act as depository of the 
proceeds of sale under the provisions 
of Section 15 of Act 94, in an account 
designated CONSTRUCTION FUND 
(the “Construction Fund"). Moneys in 
the Construction Fund shat! be applied 
solely in payment of the cost of the 
Project, including any engineering, 
legal and other expenses incident 
thereto and to the financing thereof.

Any unexpended balance of the 
proceeds of sale of the Bonds remain- 
ing after completion of the Project in 
the Construction Fund may, at the dis- 
cretion of the Issuer, be used for fur- 
ther improvements, enlargements and 
extension to the System, if, at the time 
of such expenditures, such use is ap- 
proved by the Michigan Department 
of Treasury, if such permission is then 
required by law. Any remaining bal- 
ance after such expenditure shall be 
paid to the Redemption Fund and may 


_be used for the purpose of purchas- 


ing Bonds on the open market at not

Section 19. Covenants. The js- 
suer covenants and agrees with the 
holders of the Bonds that so long as 
any of the Bonds remain outstanding 
and unpaid as to either principal or in- 
terest - 

(a) The Issuer will maintain the Sys- 
tem in good repair and working order 
and will operate the same efficiently 
and will faithfully and punctually per- 
form all duties with reference to the 
System required by the Constitution 
and laws of the State of Michigan, and 
this Ordinance. 

(b) The Issuer will keep proper 
books of record and account separate 
from all other records and accounts of 
the Issuer, in which shall be made full 
and correct entries of all transactions 
relating to the System.

The right is reserved in accordance 
with the provisions of Act 94, to issue 
additional Bonds payable from the 
Revenues of the System which shall 
be of equal standing and priority of lien 
on the Net Revenues of the System 
with the Bonds but only for the follow- 
ing purposes and under the following 
terms and conditions: 

(a) To complete the Project in ac- 
cordance with the plans and specifi- 
cations therefor. Such bonds shall not 
be authorized unless the engineers in 
charge of construction shall execute a 
certificate evidencing the fact that ad- 
ditional funds are needed to complete 
the Project in accordance with the 
plans and specifications therefor and 
Stating the amount that will be required 
to complete the Project. If such certifi- 
cate shall be so executed and filed with 
the Issuer, it shal! be the duty of the

(c) For refunding a part of the out- 
standing Bonds and paying costs of is- 
suing such additional Bonds including 
deposits which may be required to be 
made to the Bond Reserve Account. 
No additional Bonds shall be issued 
pursuant to this subsection unless the 
maximum amount of principal and in- 
lerest maturing in any operating year 
after giving effect to the refunding shall 
be less than the maximum amount of 
principal and interest maturing in any 
operating year prior to giving effect to 
the refunding. 

Section 21. Application to MDEQ 
and Authority. The Authorized Offic- 
ers are hereby authorized to make ap- 
plication to the Authority and to the 
MDEQ for placement of the Series 
1999A Bonds with the Authority. The 
Authorized Officers are further autho- 
rized to execute and deliver such con- 
tracts, documents and certificates in- 
cluding a revenue sharing pledge 
agreement as are necessary or advis- 
able to qualify the Series 1999A Bonds 
for the Drinking Water Revolving Fund. 
In the event of a sale of the Series 
1999A Bonds to the Authority. an Au- 
thorized Officer is hereby authorized to 
make such changes to the form of Se- 
ties 1999A Bond contained in Section 
18 of this Ordinance as may be neces- 
sary to conform to the requirements of 
1985 PA 227. (“Act 227%), including, but 
not limited to changes in the principal 
maturity and interest payment dates 
and references to additional security re- 
quired by Act 227. In the event the Se- 
ries 1999A Bonds are sold to the Au- 
thority, the taxes collected by the State 
of Michigan and returned to the Issuer 
may be pledged for payment of the Se- 
ries 1999A Bonds. and an Authorized 
Officer is further authorized to negoti- 
ate, execute and deliver an agreement 
with the Authority for payment of such 
taxes to the Authority or to a trustee as 
provided in Section 23 of Act 227.

The following preamble and reso- 
lution were offered by Cihak, sup- 
ported by Sweet: 

WHEREAS, this City Council does 
hereby determine that it is necessary 
to acquire and construct major street 
improvements (the ilmprovementsi) in 
the City described in Exhibit A at- 
tached hereto and made a part hereot: 
and 

WHEREAS, the cost of the Im- 
provements is estimated to be Three 
Hundred Forty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($345,000); and 

WHEREAS, to finance said cost of 
the Improvements the City Council 
deems it necessary to borrow the sum 
of Three Hundred Forty-Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($345,000) and issue 
bonds therefor as authorized by the 
provisions of Act 175, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1952, as amended (“Act 
175°); and 

WHEREAS, the Improvements are 
in accordance with the purposes enu- 
merated in Act 51, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1951 (“Act 51”); and 

WHEREAS, the revenues received 
by the City from the Michigan Trans- 
portation Fund pursuant to Act 51 in 
the year preceding this contemplated 
borrowing are more than sufficient to 
comply with all the requirements 
specified in Section 4 of Act 175. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED THAT: 

1. The plans and estimates of cost 
of the Improvements are hereby ap- 
proved and adopted. 

2. The period of usefulness of the 
Improvements is estimated to be not 
less than fifteen (15) years. 

3. The City Council hereby deter- 
mines to borrow the sum of Three 
Hundred Forty-Five Thousand Doliars 
($345,000) and issue bonds of the 
City therefor pursuant to the provi- 
sions of Act 175 (the “Bonds’}, for the 
purpose of providing funds to pay the 
cost of the Improvements. 

4. The Bonds shall be designated 
1999 MICHIGAN TRANSPORTA- 
TION FUND BONDS (LIMITED TAX 
GENERAL OBLIGATION) and shall 
consist of bonds fully registered as to 
principal and interest of the denomi- 
nations of any multiple of $5,000 not 
exceeding for each maturity the maxi- 
mum principal amount of the Bonds 
of that maturity and numbered con- 
secutively in order of registration from 
1 upwards.

The 
Bonds shall be delivered to the trans- 
fer agent for authentication and be 
delivered by the transfer agent to.the 
purchaser in accordance with instruc- 
tions from the City Manager of the City 
upon payment of the purchase price 
for the Bonds in accordance with the 
bid therefor when accepted.
